Norse  Officer 
Eluded  Nazis 
To  Join  Allies 

Lt.  Melbye  Training 
At  Infantry  School 
To  Fight  Axis  Again 

Norwegians  are  tough. 

When  the  Nazi  legions  drove 
.through  toe  small  Scandinavian, 
country  in  1940,  thousands  of  j 
strong,  proud  Norwegian  soldiers 
were  .captured  and  forced  to  lay 
dowm  their  arms. 

I But  since  toe  German  invasion, 
many  rugged  Scandinavians  have 
eluded  their  captors  and  fled  to 
I freedom,  once  again  to  take  up. 
arms  against  , the  aggressors  who 
1 invaded  their  homeland.  _ 

Such  is  toe  saga  of  Lieutenant 
Willy  K.  Melbye.  now  at  Ft.  Ben- 
ning’s  Infantry  School,  who  was 
forced  to  give  up  his  arms  and 
equipment  and  return  to  civilian . 
life  after  toe  Nazi  conquest.  But 
Lieut.  Melbye,  like  so  many  of 
his  countrymen,  would  not  fol- 
low Norway’s  arch-traitor  Quis- 

^After  a year  in  occupied  Nor- 
way, Lt.  Melbye  made  good  his 
escape.  With  a friend,.'he  crossed 
the  border  into  Swedep  skis. 
From  Sweden,  Lt.  Melbye’s  odys- 
sey carried  him  by  airplane  to 
Hong  Kong,  China,  by  way  of- 
Moscow  and  Chungking,  a dist- 
ance of  nearly  isix  thousand 
miles.  ' . 

• At  Hong  Kong,  Lt.  Melbye  stay- 
ed at  toe  American  Embassy  for 
two  weeks,  during  which  time  the 
Japs  bombed  the  city  relentlessly, 
spreading  death  and  destruction 
in  the  fortress.  Obtaining  passage 
on  a Norwegian  cargo  vessel,  Lt. 
Melbye  earned  his  passage  to  LoS| 
Angeles— some  seven  weeks  after, 
fleeing  his  native  land. 

FIGHTS  FOR  FREEDOM 

From  the  time  of  his.  arrival 
in  this  fcountry,  Lt.  Melbye  has 
been  actively  working  toward  toe 
I restoration  of  his  homeland’s  em- , 
ancipation  from  the  humihatmg 
rule  of  Quisling  and  the  Ger-i 
[mans.  He  has  taken  several  imli- 
tary  courses  in  Canada,  and  work-, 
ed  for  the  Norwegian  Government 
in  exile,  which  has  been  caUing' 
to  arms  Norwegian  Nationals  m 
Canada.  . i

Thi=  was  “war-time”  Officer’s 
Training  in  its  infancy,  and  as 
such,  “Win”  (as  Sutter  prefers  to 
be  called)  concludes  that  tneir 
methods  of  instruction  were  not 
as  fully  systematized  and  Polish- 
ed as  our  present  set-up  at  it. 
Benning.  For  'one  thing,  the  con- 
ception of  an  infant^man  was 
essentially ' a'  “foot-soldier  with 
plenty  of  brawn.  Consequently, 

' Officers  Training  consisted  main- 
Iv  in  the  development  of  efficien- 
cy in  drill  and  field  work. 

“The  mortar  and  the  automatic 
rifle  were  first  coming  into  play; 
thereiore,  we  were  givfn  ^e 


iinuteu  lo  Liit:  - 

few  men  could  impart.  However, 
we  must  realize  that  the  basis  for 
future  Officer’s  Training  was  be- 
ing founded  and  our  present  sys- 
tem of  exposing  Candidates  to  the 
viewpoints  and  experience  of  ma- 
ny instructors  gradually  evolvea. 

The  methods  developed  at  the 
Infantry  School  -at  Ft.  Benning, 
concludes  Sutter,  are  so  well-de- 
fined  and  comprehensive  in  com- 
parison that  the  term  superla- 
tive” is  an  under  estimation.  How- 
ever, this  can  be  directly  traced 
to  the  fact  that  our  conception 
fff  an  infantry  lead.®  has  imder- 
gone  a radical  change.  No  longer 
is  the  infantry  confined  to  a ms- 
play  of  overwhelming  strength, 
but  in  its  place  we  have  a well- 
trained,  intelligent  fighting  unit. 
In  addition  to  developing  physi- 
cal prowness,  the  infantryman  is 
taught  the  value  of  mental  alert- 
ness. Therefore,  we  now  visualize 
him  as  a well-versed  soldier,  par- 
ticularly ■ in  the  tactical  use  of 
weapons  . . • above  all,  a thinking 
individual  who  comprehends  his 
place  in  the  combat  picture.

1 eye  on  that  fire  and  take  care  of 
his  smoke  inspection  duties,  re- 
member to  not  let  the'  beef  ste-W' 
burnf.keep  the  water  hot  for  the 
dehydrated  .potatoes  and  keep  the 
coffee  from  boiling  over.  The  ip- 
structions  don't  tell  how  he  han- 
dles aU  his  jobs— in  the  dark, 
at  that.

•Way  back  in  the  days  of  the 
Pony  Express^  in  a little  town  in 
the  Panhandle  of  Texas,  lived  a 
man  ^own  as  Pappy  Byers. 

Things  were  normally  peaceful 
in  this  little  town  were- Pappy 
lived  until  one  day  in  came  an 
express  rider,  shot  full  . of  lead 
and  arrows,  to  tell  the  townsmen 
that  he  had  run  into  a band  of 
Tnriians  on  the  warpath,  led  by 
a group  of  renegade  whites.  The 
band,  so  the  rider  had  been  able 
to  find  out,  was  only  a small  part 
of  a large  force  of  thousands  and 
they  were  headed---,  towards  the 
town  from  all  sides.^ 

Well,  the  rider  Was  taken  to 
the -local  doc’s  officg  and ’imme- 
diately a rider  was  sought  to  con- 
tinue the  trip  because  the  mail

reaching  Deadwood  Gulch  could 
arouse  the  army  garrison  there 
and  they  would  save  the  town. 
However,  even  the  strong  men  in 
, the  crowd  quaked  at  the 'thought 
, of  breaking  through  the  encircle- 
i rnent  they  were  facing  so  the  hue 
I and  cry  , went  around  the  town. 


“Who’ll  carry  the  mail  to  Dead- 
wood  Gulcli?”  Pretty  somk  it 
reached  the-  ears  [of  Pappy  Byers 
and  immediately  I he  stepped'  out 
into  the  Main  street  shouting, 
“I’ll  carry  the  mail  to  Deadwood 
Gulch.”  Immediately  a fresh  horse 
was  made  ready  for  him  and  in- 
side of  ten  minutes  he  was  on  his 
way.  ' ‘ 

Some  of  the  crowd  followed 
him  out  of  town;  as  far  as  they 
dared  and  then  stopped  and 
watched  him  conifinue.  Before  he 
got  very  far  he  ran  intp  the  at- 
tacking forces  anjd  the  spectators 
felt  a touch  of  awe  as  they  watch- 
ed brave  Pappy  riding,  Hell-bent- 
for-leatl^er,  through  practically  a 
solid  wall  of  bullets  and  arrows. 
First  they  saw  his  hat  knocked 
off.  .Then  they  saw  his  revolver 
go  spinning  out  of  his  hand  but 
imniediately  he  grabbed  his  other 
one  and,  firing  gs  he  rode,  he 
cleared  a path  for  himself.  With 
a sigh  of  relief'  the  people  watched 
him  move  out  of  ^ sight  and  then 
returned  to  the  town  and  barri- 
caded them.selves  against  the  at-

The  New  Year’s  resolution  of  all  of  us  must 
be  to  keep  driving  ahead  with  every  ounce  of 
energy  at  our-  command.  Let  the  enemy  talk  to 
his  heart's  content;  our  response  must  be  action  ' 
and  more  action.  We  must  make  the  firm  re- 
eolve-to  waste  not  a single  precious  moment  in 
pur  work,  we  must  resolve  to  tighten  our  belts 
and  save— time,  food,  rubber,  gas,  oil,  metals,  ^nd 
money,  -the  latter  in  spite  of  increased  taxes. 
Let  us  not  stop  buying  more  and  more  bonds. 
Christmas  is  passed  but  tiie  war  is  not.  'The 
year  1943  is  here,  the  year  which  might  bring 
the  death  blow  to  the  enemy.

year,  with  200  bridges  being 
made,  100  rebascs  and  nearly  500 
repaired. 

A total  of  29,000  extractions  will 
be  made  during  the  year,  and  the 
work  of  the  Dental  Clinic  in  plac- 
ing emphasis  on  saving  and  re- 
placing teeth,  will  have  replaced 
about  65  per  cent  of  these. 

Altogether,  more  than  75,000 
fillings  will  have  been  made, 
with  15,000  cleanings,  7,500  teeth 
treated  in  an  effort  to  save  them 
for  filling  at  a later  date,  12,000 
trea.tments  of  gums. 

Dental  surgeons  will  have 
treated  35,000  persons  under  rou- 
tine admissions  after  examina- 
tions and  performed  14,000  emer- 
gency jobs — and  these  are  real 
emergencies  that  arise  at  any  time 
of  day  or  night  when  an  enlisted 
man  or  officer  may  be  attacked 
by  a severe  toothache. 

“The  record  being  set  here  is 
a splendid  one  in  saving  the 
teeth  of  our  soldiers/’  Col.  San- 


ATLANTA,  Ga.,  Dm.  30— If  ad 
American  soldier  can  get  along 
without  meat  for  one  meal,  he 
can  now  sit  down  to  a dinner 
with  every  item  on  the  menu  a, 
dehydrated  food  from  soup  to  a 
dessert  of  rice  pudding— with  rm- 
sins,  it  was  revealed  ^ay  at  the 
1 Distribution  Branch,  headquar- 
ters Fourth  Service  Command. 

In  such  a meal  he  would  start 
off  with  dehydrated  chicken  soup,' 
or  he  could  have  vegetable  soup 
if  he  desired,  containing  a mix- 
ture of  soy  beans,  grits,  green 
peas,  sugar  and  spices.  He  then 
would  have  dehydrated  eggs  for 
his  “meat  dish,”  from  which  point 
he  could  select  his  vegetables  from 
dehydrated  potatoes,  onions,  car- 
rots, cabbage.s,  beets,  rutabagas 
or  sweet  potatoes.  If  he  happen- 
ed to  be  front  Boston,  be  could 
have  his  home  towns  famous  dish 
—baked  beans,  also  dehydrat^. 
For  his  drink  he  could  have  le- 
monade made  from  lemon  c^- 
stals  and  the  fruit  part  of  the 
meal  would  be  “apple  nuggets. 

He  would  then  polish  off  the 
repast  with  the  latest  membet  of 
the  Army’s  dehydrated  food  fam- 
ily rice  pudding,  which  has  been 
perfected  after  much  experimen- 
tation In  its  concentrated  form 
the  pudding  is  a mixture  of  pre- 
cooked rice,  processed  raisins,  su- 
gar, salt,  spices  and  vanilla  fla- 
voring in  proper,  proportions..  It 
requires  pnly  the  addition  of  wa- 
ter  and  cooking  to  convert  it  into  j 
a tasty  de.ssert.  The  rice  is  pre- 
cooked until  in  contains  not  more 
than  10  per  cent  moisture.  When 
water  is  added  it  returns  to  the 
original,  grain  character  and  pro- 
duces a pudding  that  looks  and 
tastes  like  ordinary  grain  rice. 

These  dehydrated  foods  are 
used  for  the  soldiers  overseas,  it 
is  explained,  as  the  concentrate^ 
foods  save  much  shipping  space. 
As  an  example,  the  overseas  ship- 
ment of  27,000,000  pounds  of  po- 
tatoes  now  can.  be  reduced  to  3,- 
000,000  pounds  which  would  save 
at  least  500,000  cubic  feet  of  car- 
go space.  This  amounts  to  more 
than  the  capacity  of  two  cargo 
ships,,  or  about  10,000  ships’  —

TECHNICIANS  TRAINED 

Work  of  the  Clinic  consists  not] 
only  in  caring  lor  the  dental  needs 
of  the  men,  but  in  training  tech- 
nicians. There  are  two  women  hy- 
gienists who  are  experts,  and  they 
assist  in  training  men  from  the 
Medical  Detachment  as  dental 
hygienists,  X-ray  tq^nicians  and 
laboratory  experts  also.  Men  from 
the  hospital  train  units  preparing 
to  go  overseas  are  receiving  train- 
ing here,  and  also  in  the  labora- 
tory so  that  they  can  give  JuU 
dental  care,  even  to  making  den- 
tures, right  in  the  field.” 

The  Dental  Clinic  Is  spread  all 
all  over  the  post  in  order  to  give 
service  to  the  men.  At  the  main 
post,  a 15-chair  clinic  is  main- 
tained at  the  Station  Hospital, 
under  Maj.  R.  D.  Watkins,  while 
at  Dispensary  A,  12  chairs  are 
maintained  under  Lt.  Col.  A.  L. 
Bartlett.  In  the  lOth  Armor^  Di- 
vision area,  a 25-chair  clinic  is 
directed  by  Lt-  Col.  Chester  For- 
dyce,  while  ’ in  the  Harmony 
Church  area  the  needs  of  officer 
candidates  and  regular  troops  are 
met  by  a 15-chair  clinic  directed 
by  Maj.  Nathan  Alderstein.  In  the 
Alabama  area,  an  eight  chair  clinic 
administers  to  the  parachute 
troops  under  the  direction  of  Maj. 
Rex  Matheny. 

Expansiou  stiU  is  going  on  with 
buildings  up  in  the  Third  Student 
Training  Regiment  area  and  an- 
I other  building  ^n  the  Harmony 
i Church  area  now  awaiting  instal- 
lation of  equipment  before  they 
begin  functioning.

World  War  Veteran 
Helped  Rickenbacker, 
Doolittle  In  V/ork 

A companion  of  famed  Capt. 
Eddie  Rickenbacker-..  and  Brig. 
Gen.  “Jimmie"  Doolittle  in  the 
days  when  they  made  the  first 
parachute  tests — which  led  up  to^ 
the  present  tremendous  program 
of  paratrooping— is  back  in  serv- 
■ s again. 

He’s  T:-4  Charles  T.  Height,  of 
Cleveland,.  Miss.,  now  with  the 
Ordnance  department  at  Fort 
Penning  as  assistant  shop  fore- 
man working  on  heavy  tanjjs. 

Back  in  1918  he  joined  the  U. 
S.  Army  and  served  until  the  end 
of  the  war,  assigned  to  the  94th 
Aerial  Squadron  where  he  stay- 
ed for  18  months.  After  the  Arm- 
istice, Rickenbacker  came  back 
and  was  in  the  organization,  toge- 
ther with  General  Doolittle,  then 
a second  lieutenant.  Commanding 
officer  of  the  squadron  was  Maj. 
Carl  Spatz,  now  Maj.  Gen.  Spatz, 
commanding  the  U.  S.  Air  Forces 
overseas. 

Sgt.  Height  served  as  a crew 
chief  for  many  months,  flying 
with  both  Rickenbacker  and  Doo- 
little, servicing  their  personal 
planes  and  working  with  them 
in  the  first  Army  mass  parachute 
tests.  .Sgt..  Height  and  eight  or 
others,  all  volunteers,  m-'’“ 
the  tests'. 

The  men  went  up  in  planes,  used 
dummies  on  the  chutes  and  then 


recommended  changes.  This 
done  on  batch  after  batch  of  pa- 
rachutes and  then  “live"  tests 
were  made  by  the  men  themsel- 
ves who  walked  out  on  edge 
of  plane  wings  to  be  swept  off 
by  the  open  chute  or  to  jump 
from  the  plane  wing  and  then 
pull  the  ripcord. 

NO  AUXILIARY  CHUTE 

“We  didn’t  have  any  auxiliary 
chute,  either— so  that  if  that  rip- 
cord didn’t  open  it  would  have 
been  jiist  too  bad,”  Sgt.  Height 
recalled.  “But  not  a'  man  was 
lost.  Our  only  casualty  was 
man  who  broke  a leg  and  myself— 
having  landed  in  a mess  of  cactus 
one  day.  It  took  a week  to  pick 
that  . . . stuff  out  of  my  hide.” 

As  a result  of  the  work  done  by 
Rickenbacker  and  Doolittle  and 
the  volunteer  enlisted  men,  many 
changes  in'  design  were  made  in 
toe'  parachutes  and  from  that 
start  the  parachute  experience  of 
the  American  Army  grew,  contin- 
uously. 

Sgt.  Height  also  . was  in  the 
crew  of  the  Dehaviland  4,  power- 
ed with  the  Liberty  Motor,  that 
made  a record  -breaking . altitude 
flight,  hitting  22,500  =feet. 

When  he  left  the  Army  in  1919, 
Sgt.  Heighttreturned  to  Cleveland 
where  he  operated  an  oil  station 
and  machine  shop.  Now  43,  he  re- 
enlisted in  May,  1942  and  because 
of  his  experience  on  heavy  motor 
equipment,  was  assigned  to  the 
ordnance  department 
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.Tommy  Dorsey,  Larry  Clinton, 
Bunriy  Berrigan,  Emery  Deutsch, 
and  many  other  popular  ■ modern 
musicians  have  had  in  toeir  band 
at  one  time  ace  trombonist,  Can- 
didate Pierce  Earle  of  the  15th 
Company,  1st  STR. 

In  the  short  period  of  five  years 
Earle  has  really  “hit  the  top,"  but 
only  after  extensive  training  jn 
classical  music  The  classics  still 
rate  with  him  and  he’d  rather 
play  them  than  swing. 

Earle  ha.s  appeared  in  two 
movie  shorts,  one  with  Larry 
Clinton  and  toe  other  with  Emery 
Deutsch.  He's  played  toe  Palace 
in  Chicago,  the  Rainbow  Room 
and  the  Paramount  Theatre  in 
New  York,  many  college  proms, 
and  endless  radio  engagements.
